Each  farmer  contracting  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  for  production  control  of  basic 
commodities  such  as  cotton,  wheat,  tobacco,  rice,  corn-hogs,  etc.,  is  required  to  provide  this  basic  information. 
Therefore,  this  record  should  be  carefully  and  accurately  kept. 

A  tenant  farmer  using  this  book  should  record  the  total  number  of  crop  acres  and  livestock  on  the  farm 
unit  which  he  operates,  as  well  as  the  purchases  and  sales  of  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  under  produc¬ 
tion-control  contracts. 


Special  forms  will  be  provided  on  which  to  make  all  the  necessary  reports  in  connection  with  the  fulfillment 
of  contracts.  This  book  is  made  available  to  the  farmer  for  his  own  record,  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
such  reports.
